“And laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in 
the rock: and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepul- 
chre, and departed.

When Jesus died there were 
many lost sinners there. As we call 
the names of some of these, dear 
reader, I beg you, will you Care- 
fully examine your own heart and 
see if they represented you as they 
watched Jesus die? 


1. The Pharisees, unconverted 
church members, condemned Jesus 
to death and watched Him die. The 
Pharisees were, by human stand- 
ards, good men. They prayed, 
prayed in public. They brought 
their tithes. They even fasted. 
They kept the letter of the law. 
They were outwardly pure in life. 
They were not drunkards nor adul- 
terers. But, oh, with wicked hearts 
they hated the Saviour. They were 
not born again. They were poor;

with a philosophy of negation. Men 
who believe the Bible have a real 
message for the world at all times, 
but especially for the times of 
trouble. 

When our Lord Jesus spoke the 
words of my text, there was a deep 
dark shadow upon the world; the 
men whom He was addressing 
were not only perplexed, but sad 
beyond expression. He uttered 
these words for their comfort and 
assurance and also for ours. This 
great promise of Christ was given 
for just such times. as these. 
“Peace I leave with you, my peace 
I give unto you....Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid.”” The Master was not offer- 
ing national or political peace to 
the nations. He was speaking per- 
sonally to His disciples when He 
said, “My peace I give unto you.” 
This” peace is the heritage of be- 
lievers alone; the others cannot 
possibly know it. 

The Scriptures teach that man ° 
by nature is estranged from God. 
In Romans 8:7 we read, “The car- 
nal (natural) mind is enmity

God knows it would be bad 
enough to go to Hell any way in 
the world. A drunkard, an adulter- 
er, a blasphemer, an infidel — 
even these must find it shocking 
beyond human conception, when at 
last they wake up in Hell; for you 
may be sure that the wickedest 
man or woman on earth never in- 
tended to go to Hell. I say, to go 
to Hell under any circumstances 
e Surely must be a horrible awaken- 
| ing. But oh, what will it be when 

: those who have sung in the choir,

those who have passed the collec- 
tion plates, those who have been 
members of the official~ board, or 
those who have preached in the 
pulpit or taught Sunday School 
classes —- what will it mean when 
active church members wake up 
in Hell and find out that, thougn 
they were religious, they were 
lost; that they had never been born 
again. What grief, what embar- 
rassmeéent, what disappointment, 
what utter and eternal ruin, what 
_ dashing of all the hopes, when 
church members slide into Hell be- 
cause they are not born again! 


Someone reads this who is moral 
and clean and upright, by human 
standards, It may be that you read 
the Bible and pray. More likely 
you depend on treating your neigh- 
bor well and paying your debts 
and being a good citizen. But what- 
ever your virtues and whatever 
your hopes, unless you have met 
Jesus and loved Him and trusted 
Him and surrendered your whole 
heart to Him, depending on Him to 
Save your poor soul and forgive 
all your sins and keep you out of 
Hell, you are a poor lost sinner to- 
day just like these Pharisees who 
watched Jesus die! 


Facing the dying Saviour, the 
whole wicked, blasphemous, Christ- 
rejecting, God-hating hearts of 
these-Pharisees are revealed. In- 
deed they appeared like whited 
sepulchres which were beautiful 
outwardly, but inwardly were full 
of dead men’s bones and crawling 
maggots and the stench of rotting 
_flesh. All iniquity, all wickedness 
was in the heart of these Phari- 
sees, They deceived themselves and 
perhaps they deceived some otHers, 
but they did not deceive God. And 
when we see such an one facing 
_ the crucified Saviour, and find they 

have not trusted Him and do not 
love Him, but rather hate Him, 
then we well know the horrible 
wickedness in their hidden hearts. 


- Do not deceive yourself, dear 
friend. Remember that Jesus said 
in John 3:19-21, “And this is the 
condemnation, that light is come 
into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, be- 


) cause their -deeds were evil. For 
Te every one that doth evil hateth the 

% § ‘iight, neither cometh to the light, 
3 lest his deeds should be reproved. 
But he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God.” The real reason 
you have not trusted Christ is the 
wicked sin, and love for sin, in 
your heart. If you want to do 
right, if there is any love for good- 
ness and holiness and godliness 
and righteousness, in your heart, 
then the first moment that you 
ever heard that Jesus. loved you 
and died for you, the first time the 
Spirit of God had ever spoken to 
your soul, the first time you had 
ever gotten a chance to read the 
- Bible, you would have run with 
_ tears and penitence to the open 
arms of the loving Saviour, to ask 
Him for forgiveness, and to re- 
eeive Him as your Saviour. Oh, 
8 Pharisees, oh, church member un-. 
converted, I beg you, do not go to

Hell that way! Make sure today 
you are born again! 

2. Pilate, a Roman governor, 
saved his job and political friends, 
but damned his soul forever, as he 
saw Jesus die. Yes, Pilate was 
there at the cross of Christ. We 
are told that over the head of Je- 
sus he had this statement posted, | 
“This is Jesus of Nazareth the. 
King of the Jews.” It was written 
in Latin and in Hebrew and in 
Greek, and when the Pharisees 
protested that Jesus was not the 
king of the Jews he said sharply, 
“What I have written I have writ- 
ten” (John 19:22). ‘So Pilate saw 
Jesus die, 

And Pilate was dbaivinged about 
Jesus. He knew that “for envy 
they had delivered him.’’ He said, 
“T find no fault in this man.” No 
doubt, Pilate was convinced in his 
heart that Jesus was all that He 
claimed to be, the very Son:of God. 
And besides, Pilate’s wife had ear- 
nest convictions, and had a dream 
about Jesus. She sent a last mes- 
sage to Pilate after he was in the 
judgment seat, reading, “Have 
thou nothing to do with that just 
man, for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream because 
of him.” So Pilate knew that Jesus 
should have been released, and 


wanted to do it. 


He suggested that one prisoner 
be freed, either Jesus or the wick- 
ed Barabbas. Perhaps it was a sur- 
prise to him that the Jewish lead- 
ers asked for Barabbas and that 
Jesus should be condemned. (Mat- 
thew 27:20-23). Then Pilate, learn- 
ing that Jesus was from Galilee, 
tried to turn the case over to Her- 
od, who happened to be in Jerusa- 
lem that day. But Herod, after 
mocking Him, sent Him back to 
Pilate, and Pilate had Jesus on his 
hands again (Luke 23:6-12). At 
last Pilate took water and washed 
his hands, saying, “I am innocent 
of the blood of this just person. 
See ye to it” (Matthew 27:24). 


The Jews had warned Pilate, “If 
thou let this man go, thou art not 
Caesar’s friend; whosoever maketh 
himself a king speaketh against 
Caesar” (John 19:12). And Pilate 
knew that this “trouble - making 
bunch of Jewish leaders might well 
endanger his position as governor 
of Judaea and report him to Caes- 
er at Rome as disloyal. Pilate then 
made: his choice and condemned Je- 
sus to be crucified. For the time 
being he saved his job and his 
political fortunes, but he lost his 
poor soul forever. 


A man came in the Elgin Bible 
Church two years ago as I held. 
meetings there. I met him at the 
door and smelled beer on his 
breath. He told me he had come to 
hear me because he understood I 
was from Texas and he had just 
returned from taking a train-load 
of beer to Texas. I told him that I 
was sorry he was in such a busi- 
ness, and offered him a little gos- 
pel booklet. He refused to take it 
and said, “No! What would my 
friends think of me, knowing I am 
in the beer. business, if I had such 
things in my pockets.” He said 
that he had a good job, was mak- 


ing plenty of money; that if ever 


he decided to give up that job then 
he would turn to the Bible and 
seek to be saved, but not now. He 
chose his job, but rejected the. gos- 
pel and rejected Christ. 

I wonder if someone -reads this 
who, because of your job, or posi- 
tion or friends, will go to Hell and 
reject the Saviour who died for 
you. If so, oh, I beg you, take 
warning from Pilate. Soon there 
was a rebellion in Samaria, and 
Pilate put it down with bloody 
force. He was called to Rome to 
explain, and when he arrived the 
emporer was dead and he was out 
of a job. It is said that he spent. 
his. last years in exile in what is 
now Switzerland about Lake Gen- 
eva. Mount Pilatus is named for 
him. And a legend says that in 
those waters on moonlight nights 
the hands of Pilate rise and wash 
and wash but are never clean. It is 
only a legend, but poor Pilate in 
Hell must remember for eternity 
that he kept his job and damned 
his soul. I beg you, do not do the 
same. 

3. The mob who watched the 
crucifixion followed their leaders 
into eternal doom. In Matthew 27: 
20 we are told that “the chief 
priests and elders persuaded the 
multitude that they should ask 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus.”

Without any personal animosity 
, Lord Jesus, the mul- 


titudé of people cried out, “Away 
with him! Let him be cricified!” 
I can imagine that in that crowd 
who screamed for the murder of 
the Saviour was a familiar face. 
John the Apostle may have gone, 
to him and said, ‘“‘Why, your f 
is familiar. Where have I see 
you? Weren’t you out by the 
of Galilee when Jesus fed the 
thousand? You were! What do 
have against Jesus? You h 
eaten of His bread, you have h 
His sermons, you have seen 
miracles. Why do you hate 
And I imagine that the man 
have answered, 
against Him, but the leaders all 
say He ought to be crucified and 
I am following the crowd.” 
Many, many poor lost souls fol- 
low others into Hell. You want the 
approval of your sinner friends. 
You want to enjoy their fellowship 
and do what they do. And so you 
reject Christ and lose your soul, 
for the paltry, shabby friendships 
of people who are no real friends. 
The sheriff in Dallas County 
once allowed me to visit the jail, 
where I preached regularly. This 


time my visit was to deal person- 
ally with any who wanted Help to 
find God and forgiveness. Four 


stories high was the corridor, and 
in the four tiers of cells, one upon. 
the other, were many, many pris- 
oners in one particular section 
where I had often preached. The 
burly jailer stood .in the corridor 
and called, “Here is Brother Rice, 
and he wants to know if there are 
any here who would like to talk 
to him personally.” “T do,” “I do,” 
said two men, and they were 
brought outside the cell block. One 
sat down with another preacher 
who was with me, and I took the 
other, a mere boy of eighteen. We 
sat on a bench together, with the 
open Bible. 

I began in the third chapter of 
John and showed that all must be 
born again if they are ever to see 
God in peace; that all are sinners 
and so the first birth is not enough. 
We must have our hearts changed. 
“Do you understand that you are 
a sinner, and that you need a new 
heart, that you must be born 
again?” I asked» 

“Yes, yes, I understand that,’’ he 
said. 

Then I showed that a new heart 
was a miracle that only God could 
do, that we were to receive it with- 
out necessarily understanding all 
about it. Then I -turned to the 
blessed sixteenth verse and asked 
him if he believed that God loved 
us, and he answered, “x es, of 
course I do.” : 

“And do. you» believe that Christ 


for you?” I asked. 


“Yes, I believe that, I now: He 


did,”’ he answered. 


“Then are you ready today to| 
trust. Jesus Christ, to receive Him: 


as your own Saviour, and depend 
on Him to forgive you and make 
you God’s child?” 

“Yes, I am,” he replied immedi- 
ately. 


With sudden indignation I turned 
and said to him, “This is too easy! 
Don’t you sit there and tell me 
yes, ‘yes,’ ‘yes,’ to every question, 
uniess you mean it. If you go back 
into that cell and tell these other 
mer. thet you are saved, that you 
are a Christian, they will laugh at 
you and curse in your face. If you 
sit and read a Testament while 
they smoke cigarettes and play 
cards, they will call you a sissy, 
wil. call you ‘momma’s boy’ and 
‘preacher,’ If you get down on your 
knees by your bunk to pray to- 
night, others who see will laugh at 
you, and somebody will throw a 
shoe at you if he can. I tell you, 
you are going to_have to face the 
laughter of those other men if- you 
take Christ, and I don’t want you 
to say ‘yes’ to everything I ask 
you unless you mean it with all 
your soul,” 


And that eighteen year old boy 
lookeG me square in the eyes and 
said, “Let them laugh! I listened 
to the laugh of that kind of crowd 
once before and see what ‘it got 
me! I have broken my mother’s 
heart, I have cost my dad money 
and brought disgrace on his name; 
and now I am charged with a se- 
rious crime and faced with a pos- 
sible term in the penitentiary. I 
listened to these other fellows and 
followed them. I didn’t want to be 
counted queer. I didn’t want any- 
body to think I was ‘tied to my 
mother’s apron-asseas. I was 
afraid to break with the crowd and 
I listened to their scorn. Now I am 


a c.iminal behind the bars.” And 
then he said with some fire in his/ their 


died for sinners, that He even died 
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eyes and conviction in his face, 
“Let them laugh! This time I have 
promised God I will never cause 
my mother any more heartbreak. 
When I get out of here I am going 
straight. Iam going to live for God 
and I plan to go to Heaven. Let 
them laugh!” 

I saw the tears on his face and 
the set of his lips and heard his 
firm, bold statement, and with joy 
in my heart I said, ‘‘Go to it, young 
fellow, you’ve got it!” 


I beg you, dear friend, I wouldn’t 
go to Hell for anybody in the 
world! Leave every friend you 
have if need be, but oh, make sure 
\oef salvation. 


In Oklahoma City in a big tent 
revival campaign an oil man, a 
fine Christian, would load up his 
car every night with people to 
bring to the services. One night 
he brought from a rich, elite resi- 
dential section a young woman 
who was unsaved. She sat in that 
tent and God spoke to her heart. 
At the invitation time she came 
forward, weeping. I heard her talk- 
ing to herself as she: came down 
the aisle. She took my hand, claim- 
ing Christ and sat on the front 
‘seat, and with her face in her 
hands I could hear her saying, 
“What will my mother think? But 
I don’t care what my mother 
thinks — I’ve got to get this set- 
tled. I can’t go to’ Hell for my 
mother or anybody else. What will 
my father think? He had such 
plans for me. But,no matter what 
my dad thinks, thank God: I’m 
coming to Jesus tonight. What will 
my crowd say? What will they 
think when I won’t dance with 
them, when I won’t drink nor 
smoke nor go their ways? But, oh, 
I don’t care what they think, I 
won’t go to Hell for anybody! I’m 
going to be saved while I can. I 
have to have Jesus, whether I 
have those friends or not.” 


I tell you, that was the most 
sensible decision that girl ever 
made. And I beg you who read 
this today to say that by God’s 
help you will net go to Hell for 
anybody in the world. Do not be 
like that mob of people who saw 
Jesus die and condemned Him and 
rejected Him, simply to follow 
their leaders. 


4. The hard-hearted, brutal-faced 
soldiers who scourged Jesus, 
stripped off His clothes, nailed Him 
to the ss, also saw Jesus die. 
And so many, many other hard- 
ened sinners face the crucifixion 
this day. It may be you are a 
drunkard, a whore-monger, a blas- 
phemer. It may be you have hu- 


may be you claim to be an infi- 
-del and that you have no concern 
for your poor soul. I do not know. 
Maybe some woman or girl reads 
this who. has become so calloused 
that you do not care that you have 
lost your virtue, that you are not

bloody part in His death. Oh, then, 
let me _ tell you this, that “though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow, and though 
they be red like crimson, they shall 
be as wool” if you will only come 
to Jesus. 


Some people think that Jesus 
died for good people.-No, no. “For 
this is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners; of whom I am 
chief” (I Timothy 1:15). Jesus de- 
lights to save the drunkard, the 
harlot, the blasphemer; he will 
save you if you will let him. Even 
these wicked, hardened soldiers 
were included in the prayer when 
Jesus said, “Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what. they do. ” 
Oh, I beg you, do not go on in 
your sin, in unconcern and with a 
callous, hardened heart. Are you! 
cold and indifferent and hardened, 
and seared in conscience, as you 
watch J die? Then how can 
you escape Hell? 

5. The Roman centurion, or army 
captain, was almost persuaded, and 
still unsaved. Matthew 27:54 says, |

they that were with him, watch- 
ing Jesus, saw the earthquake, 
and those things that were done, 
they feared greatly, saying, “Truly 
this was the Son of God.” This 
centurion and others mith him 
were convinced that Jesus was 
ey the Son of God.

swept away. But, oh, they were 
still unsaved. 

If you read this today, and you 
say, “That preacher is right. I be- 
lieve the Bible is true like my 
mother did. I believe that Jesus 


died for our sins, according to the 


Scriptures. I believe there is a 
Heaven and a Hell,” still you may 
be a poor lost sinner going to Hell. 
For every demon in Hell believes 
in the diety of Christ. That is not 
enough! If you believe that a cer- 
tain physician is a good man and 
a. skilled physician and that he 
would gladly save every life he 
can, that will do you no good un- 
less you call him when you are 
sick and turn your case over to 
him. You may believe that a cer- 
tain First National Bank is per- 
fectly sound and_ well-adminis- 
tered, and safe, but that belief will 
do you no good as long as you 
hide your own money in a sock 
under the mattress and do not 
risk the bank. No, my friend, to 
believe that Christ is the Son of 
God, to believe the facts stated in 
the Bible, to admit that you are a 
sinner and admit there is a Heav- 
en and a Hell, to admit that Christ 
is the only way of salvation—that 
will not save you. This centurion 
was convicted but not saved. He 
was almost persuaded but he was 
still altogether lost. 


How many others in the same 
boat! They are convinced that they 
need to be saved. They believe 
that the Bible is true and: that 
they must turn from their sins and 
trust Christ. They fully intend to 
do so, but they simply say, “Not 
tonight.”” Or they say, “I am not 
ready yet.” And most of the peorle 
in Hell will be those who intended 
some day to be saved. They believe 
that the Bible is true, they listen 
to honest men of God, they resolve 
some day to seek the Lord. But 
they waited too late. 

Oh, brother, to be almost per- 
suaded is not enough. I beg you 
that you act today. Confess your 
sin to Christ, trust Him to save 
you. Until there is a definite trans- 
action by which you take Christ 
as your Saviour and depend upon 
Him for forgiveness and a new 
heart, you are still a lost sinner. 
Almost persuaded is still Sere 
er lost. 

In a song, I think by Bilhorn, 
one verse, aS I remember it, ex- 
presses the plaint of a sinner who 
was once almost saved. 

‘“‘Almost I trusted in Jesus, 
Almost I yielded my will. 
Almost I yielded completely

And strangely 
enough, he is the only man whose 
heart is revealed to us whom. we 
know to have trusted Christ as he 
watched Jesus die! 


Over the head of the Saviour 
was the title, “This is Jesus of 
Nazareth, the King of the Jews’”’ 
(As we find by comparing four 
gospels). Perhaps in his fevered 
brow there stirred a memory, a 
Jewish mother, teaching him about 
that great Seed of David who one 
day should sit on David’s throne 
and rule when all the earth should 
be filled with the knowledge of the 
Lord.

But before reaching his door, a 
man stepped out of the shadows, 
placed his hand on his shoulder, 
and arrested him for the murder 
in Washington. He immediately 
dropped his lunch box, saying, “I’m 
glad it’s all over! I’ve lived in hell 
for three years.” He then told how 
he had killed the young fellow and 
had carried the corpse by his side 
in the car for many miles looking 
for a convenient place to hide it. 
But he said, “Every time I looked 
at that body, I saw those dead 
eyes staring at me, and for three 
years, night and day, they have 
been staring at me.” If.a sinner 
could go to heaven with a burdened 
would be a hell to him. But, thank 
God, no one will ever be in heaven 
with a guilty conscience, and, bless 
His Name, no one need live on 
earth with a guilty conscience. God 
not only forgives the repentant 
Sinner, but He cleanses from all 
unrighteousness. (I John 1:9). 

The writer of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews in making a comparison 
of the Levitical offerings with the 
offering of Christ, makes the state- 
ment that the sacrifice of the law 
“could not make him that did the 
service perfect, as pertaining to 
the conscience.”

Together 
they read this booklet, “What Must 
I Do'to Be Saved” and searched 
the Scriptures and nine of them, 
including the life-termer, accepted 
Christ as Saviour, signed the state- 
ments and sent them to Mr. Smith. 
Other letters from Brother Smith 
in the last few weeks tell of seven 
saved, of four more saved, of thir- 
ty-nine saved, etc.—making a _ to- 
tal of seventy-four prisoners who 
claimed to accept Christ through 
the good work of our Brother 
Smith in giving out these booklets 
in recent weeks.

One of the prisoners won by this 
good man in San Antonio, before 
going to the electric chair, wrote 
me a personal letter, thanking me 
for my free literature sent, and 
many of these letters from pris- 
oners tell of their love for Christ, 
quote Scripture verses and thank 
God for the sweet peace He has 
given them who were once enemies 
of society! One such prisoner has 
felt the call of God to preach, he 
writes Brother Smith.
